The industrial paralysis and financial anemia of the past several years 
may seem to have nothing to do at all with a historical sketch of the Lutheran 
Teachers' Conference of Fort Wayne and Vicinity. To be sure, the Depression is 
neither the father nor the child of this association of teachers. But when we 
stop to consider that the educational germ, from which in time there developed 
among Other agencies also this one, was planted in days very much like those of 
the present time, we can, I think, and should form some estimate of the courage 
which actuated our forcbears of ninety-six years ago, and then, following their 
@xample, increase our own energy. Those were the days of the Great Panic, the 
Wild Cat Crisis, in 1837 when Van Buren was at the helm. Hundreds of banks 
failed, fat speculators became as lean as an 4rkansas razorback, the bread lines 
seemed endless, and the unemployod roamed the country in drovese » 


But all these untoward conditions did not deter our Lutheran forefathers 
of Fort Wayne, then a village of about 500 inhabitants, from organizing the first 
Lutheran congregation on October 14, 1837. Thoir leader was the Revorend Jesso 
Hoovere In its program of work, that group included not only preaching services 
and administration of the sacraments, but also the instruction of the children 
through the medium of an elementary or grammar school in sossion five days a 
week from September until July. 


To the layman Henry Rudisill more than to any other rightfully belongs 
the credit of actively promoting the founding of the Lutheran church of Fort 
Waynee This colorful character who strangely encugh seems to have combined in 
himself promotional skill and integrity of character appealed with such force 
and insistence to the East that not only scoros cf Lutherans, but alsc a pastor 
came into his tcwn. 


Not unworthy of reflection is the fact that the Rev. Hoover thcught 
the work of the school sc impertant that he himself, lacking the assistanco cf 
ancthor man, undertock tc givo the instruction. Whenever urgent missionary 
calls necessitated his absonce from the schocl, he made the best of the situa- 
ticn by engaging his brother David tc hcld the fort. The zeal of Jesse Hecver 
may be moasured by the fact that after only a year his strength was consumed, 
his untimely death occurring when his heart failed him. We hesitate to apply 
to him the adage: Hoe loved not wisely, but too well. 


The work was continued by that dynamic and practical missicnary, Fried- 
rich Wyneken.e Ccnditicns had so far improved at this time that Fe W. Hussmann 
could be maintained as full-time teacher fcr the church school. The success 
ef the venture had beceme sc apparent that Hussmann was pressed intc service 
als» by two grcups of settlers living ameng the caks and maples, the one eight 
and the other eighteen miles frcem the little city cf Fort Wayne. 


The coll for additicnal pasters having become mere urgent, Hussmann 
was taken out of the schcols and placed intc the secticn lying scutheast of 
Fort Wayne where in 1846 a now ccngregation had ccme intc being, known today as 
Emmanuel at Sceste 
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In the neantime provision had been made for the school in Fort Wayne 
by placing Je Ge Wolf in charge of the children. The fact that he served for 
fifteen years indicates, that greater stability and solidity were coming to the 
work of the church, a characteristic for which the Missouri Synod has becone 
favorably known. Several of his pupils, now more than four score yecrs of age, 
some time ago unhesitatingly declared that he was a faithful guide. To this 
testimony may be added the fact, that his salary was more than trebled, having 
been raised from $40.00 to $150.00 per annun, during the fifteen years of his 
servicc.e This was considered no small sum at that time when money was scarce. 


According to Willian Walda, who more than seventy years ago sat at the 
feet of Wolf, a second teacher in the person of J. G. Kunz was already serving as 
an assistant to Wolf. And in 1858 the enrollment had risen so high that B. Feier- 
tag, father to our cstoemed colleague H. J. Feiertag, was asked to discontinue 
his studies temporarity in order to help drag the net at Fort Wayne. Great sad- 
ness fell upon the Fort Wayne Lutherans when in 1862 the dreadful smallpox dragged 
Wolf from the school room into the gravee You will pardon if I digress here to 
edd that his widow later on for many years furnished sacranental wafers fcr our 
congregation here in Fort Wayne and later in 5t. Louis, where she had gcone to 
live. 


Even in thoso days the life of a teacher was not entirely drab and monc- 
toncus, thcugh I dare say not all exciting and novel changes from the daily rcu-~ 
ting were very satisfying.e Here was one that certainly was note In the closing 
years of the Civil War much powder was being wasted not cnly by the soldiers, but 
also by the civilians, even by the children. The lads of St. Paul's had also 
acquired the habit cf playing with powder horns. Scnmetimes thoy brought the horns 
unemptied tc school. To an irrespcnsible youngster craving for excitement, the 
big, black cannen stcve in the schoolrcecm scemed an ideal sotting for a dramatic 
situations Oppcrtunity for success in such a plst was frequently provided fcr, 
as all older teachers know from experience, these heating mochanisms needed almcst 
ecnstant attention. Ono day, as related by Mr. Valda, a particularly aggressive 
ycuth, standing inmcdiately behind ycung William, waited for the stove dcor tc 
cpene The cppertune moment came, and immediately the contents of a well-filled 
pewder horn sailed over William's head into the fire. The reaction was as ccnvul- 
sive as it was instantaneous. The schcol room was a house cf smoke and ccnfusicne 
Mr. Kunz and his pupils were panic stricken. Pandemonium reigned for a while, but 
nc cne was injured excepting the unfortunate Walda, whose entire face had been 
terribly licked by the shocting flame. Mr. Walda ccnsiders it e« miracle that he 
did not luse his oye-sight. Yet, even in his case, the ill effects were not per- 
nanente Hse suffered much pain, of course, and the loss of a half year of schcole 
His ccnfirmation, too, had tc be deforrec a yeare (Mre Walda passed away in 1942 
at the age of 91 years.) 


There are still scme pecple who are beth quick and emphatic in belittling 
the educational activities of our fcrefathors, and of thoir contempcraricse They 
assert that the work of our schcols is infericr tc that cf the public schccl sys- 
ten. Iam not dispesed to argue the asserticn here, but shall ccntent nyself 
with repeating sinply a historical fact, the accuracy cf which I have ne reason 
to dcubte The lad whose school werk hac to be intorrupted Because of the pewder 
burns, having completed the soventh grade cf St. Poul's, appliod with several 
cthors of his class for admission into the eighth grade of the public school. 


The exarination to which they had to submit revealed that they hac passed the 
varicus tests quite satisfactcrily, secring 100% in every branch of study. 
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At the ond of tho year each cone was proncted to high school. 


After the conclusion cf the Civil Var St. Paul's school grew by leaps 
and beundse Cclleaguo Kampe, who was a pupil of ©t. Paul's in the 1860's renen- 
bers the following men as members cf the teaching force of that timo: Kunz, 
Fleischer, Wilde, Wahlers, Troeller, Kurz, Gotsch and Loesor. 


In tho ccurse of time nearly all of these mon accepted calls tc cther 
congregations. In the year 1867 or '68, whon 4mnanucl congregation was organized 
and with it a schcol fcr the lcwor and intermediate grades, the faculty of St, 
Paul's included Leeser, Grahl, Rolf, Riecel, and Strictor, while Lindemann and 
Grinm served the Wost Siders. Since Emmanuel alse grew rapidly, it added the 
upper grados, Calling Clemons Hacntzschol and De Fechtnann tc man theme 


In this connecticn nmontion ought alse to be made cf the existence cf St. 
Jchn's congregaticn, which naintained a school with several teachers and affilia- 
tec with the Misscuri Syncee through tho Syncdical Ccnference until the brenk of 
the 1880's. 


TEACHERS’ CONFERENCE ORGANIZED - 1873 


It appears that in the nineteenth century the Lutherans reccgnized panics 
as a Call tc bostir themselves tc greater activity. Or is it again just a ccinci- 
dence that in the year 1873, a panic yoar, the teachors cf Fort Wayne cane to the 
ecnclusicn that the efficiency and nmcrals of the schcols wuld be heightened by 
an exchange cf vicws ancng the teachers anc that, therefore, to acccmplish that 
end a teachers’ ccnference cught tc be crganized? At any rate, such a conference 
Was actually crganized in that yeare 


The first sessicn of this ccnfercence was held august 29, 1873, at the 
hone cf teacher Grahl, Tho cfficial name of the new organization wast Conccrdia 
Lehrer Kenferenz von Fort Wayne und Umgegends For presidont the new body chose 
Grahl; for sccrotary, He Rolfe <Apparontly, a treasurer was ceened unnecessarys 
Later eae ccnstituticn was drafted. It ccntained cnly seven paragraphs. The first 
cné reveals tho name of tho cenferencee The seccnd cne states the purpcse cf the 
ccnfersnee tc be, to make cach monber mere prcficient anc competent in his pro- 
fession; first, by reacting papors on the technique cf teaching the Catechism and 
Bible History; seccndly, by reading anc Ciscussing papers on podagsgical subjects; 
thirdly, by presenting papers cn Weltkunde (sccial stucies). The third paragraph 
lays down the ccnditions cf membership, specifying that cnly such teachers as are 
affiliated with the Syncdical Conference may beccne merbers. Paragraph fcur de- 
Clares that the cfficors of tho ccnforenco, that is tc say, the presicent, vice- 
president, and secrotary nay be elected fcr only one ycare In the next paragraph 
the cuties cf the officers are cutlined. Particular menticn is made of the pre- 
Sident's duty of cponing and elesing overy moeting with prayer, Paragraph six 
fixes the frequency of the meetings at twice a mcnthe The final paragraph enjoins 
all members to observe those fivo demands: 1- to be punctual in attendance; 
2e tc deliver the papers assigned; 3e to furnish an oxcuse if absent; 4. to 
Observe the parliancntary rules accpted; 5. to pledge themselves to live up to 
the ccnstituticn by subscribing their nancse 


anong the criginal membors cf the conference were twe whe had ¢ecme to 
Fort Wayne cnly a few weeks befcre - J. He Ungemach, whe had succecded Leeser at 
St. Paul's, and Gustave Kampe, who had arrived fresh fron the Adcison Seminary to 
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berin work in the school of St. John's congregation. The complete list of char-~ 
ter members of the conference organized sixty years ago contains the following 
names: Grahl, Rolf, Strieder, Riedel, and Ungemach, all of St. Faul's; Linde- 
mann, Grimm, Haentzschel and fechtmann, all of Emmanuel; and Sehwake and Kampe 

of St. John's. Every ono of these charter members has long ago passed away, ex- 
cept our estcemed and venorable Kampe, who has been marching on for sixty years 
not only as a member of this conforence, but also as an active teacher of a 
Christian school. Kampe reaches back into the past so far that among his person- 
al experiences as an Amorican citizen, is that Black Friday of Scptember 19, 1873 
when Fitch, Jay Cooke and Company, and with them many other great financial ships, 
hit the rocks because Jay Gould, the man with the Midas touch had grabbed almost 
all the gold in the United Statese It was even at this time that young Kampe 
first began to wield the fcrule with satisfactory results among the urchins of 
Fort Vayne. Jay Gould, Gecrgo Gould, Fiteh, Cocke end all thoir partners are 
gone, but sur venerable cclisaguo is still here. During thesc six decadcs he may 
not have aided materially tc incroase cur supply cf yellow metal or sucececded in 
pcinting the way to Eldcrado, but he has made a heavy sewing in the minds and 
hearts of hundreds of children cf that sood which is mcro precicus than thcusands 
cf geld and silver. Ergo, hearty ccngratulations te you, Brethor Kampe$ 


In 1878 Kampoe transfcrred from Ste Jchn's tc Bmmanucl. The rcason fer 
this meve is a matteor «sf commen knowledge and, thorefcre, necd not be given here. 
Twicc, in 1878 and in 1884, Kampe servec the conference as scerotary, and onee, 
in 1906, as chairman. 


in the boginning, the sessicns cf the conference were held in rctaticn 
at the residencos cf the teachers. The timo was Friday evening from 7:30 tc 9:30, 
In 18682 the placoc fcr mocting was changed to the schcol buildings cf St. Paul's 
and Emmenucl cctngregaticnse In tho first years the conference met weekly and 
semi~mcnthly because it was engaged in preparing a unifcrm ccurse cf study fcr the 
schccls included in the ecnference. This important work required frequent and 
pretracted meetings. These mon belicvec in Cciscussing ane examining things thcr- 
oughly. The fcllicwing subjects ccnstitutecd the ecurse cf study: Luther's Cato=- 
chism, Huebner's Bible Hist<cry, Church Hymns, Psalms, Gorman Reading, Grarmar, 
Gernan and English Pennanship, “nglish, Gecgraphy, Church History, General His- 
tery (fcr the boys), Naturo Study (for the girls), anc Singing. The minutes shew 
further that at that time the schools were crganized <n a s¢éven-year plan and that 
in the ccurso cf this pericd the pupils were expected te mencrizc all the Bible 
texts in the Catochism, 548 in nunber, 41 hymns with 243 stanzas and 13 psalms. 
By way of conpariscn, it may be statec that cur prescnt-cay momory pensun calls 
fcr 318 Bible texts and 154 stanzas cf hymns. 


The ccnservatisn of the fathers is seen frcm the fact that they chcse 
texts in use alrcady in the 50's and 60's, such as McGuffey's Readers. But they 
wore not hice-b und ccnservativese In the course of tine they intrcducecd such 
texts as Sargont’s Primer and his First, Seccnd, and Third Readers. Other texts 
arc: Wachernagel's Lesebuch, Lange's Lehrbuch, Huebner's Biblische Geschichte, 
Districh's Katechisnus, Der Deutsche Rechennmcister, anc Spencer's Copy Beckse 


Tho minutes of the carly years eccntcin much infcrmation which will be of 
great intercst alwayse Whon, fcr cxample, the conference met on that Black Fri~ 
day of September 19, 1873, it was resclved to hold an cuting with the chilcren 
in Sweeney's Busch on tho following Friday; that the teachers and pupils of St. 
Jchn's be invited tc participate; that thoy were all tc ccengregato at the Emmanuel 
sche:1] building at 930 A.M. 
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This outing is, no doubt, still in the memory of Kampe, who had just been 
installed at St. John's and, to a greater degree perhaps, among the reminiscences 
of Fred Schroeder, who was then a twelve~year old lad of St. Paul's. 


in a session held March 5, 1875, the introduction of a Speller was broached. 

Strieder, who functioned as secretary to the conference at that time, reported as 
follows: "Es wurde besonders darauf hingewiesen, dass dis Konferenz soviel an ih- 
rem Teile dahin anstreben muesse, unsere Schuljugond auch in der englischen Sprache 
sowoit als nur mocglich heranzubilden, damit dioselhbs nach ihrer Konfirmation nicht 
mehr noctig habe, dic fuer so junge Christen gofahrvollon Freischulon zu besuchen, 
welchcs leidor bis da noch immer vorkomme. Ferner machte man auf dic grosse 
Schwicrigkcit im Buchstabieren der englischen Woerter aufmerksam, dass es keincs- 
wees mit dicsem Gegensteande in unseren Schulen so glacnzond bestellt sei, und dass 
jedenfalls unscre Kinder auch hicrin einen bodcutenden Schritt weiter kommen wucr- 
den wenn in unseren Schulon ein fucr allo Klassen entsprechendes Spelling Book 
Gingefuehrt worden koennto. Ueber dic Einfuehrung cincs solchen Spelling Book 
waren jedoch die Ansichten verschicden. Hin Teil dor Konferenzglieder hielt es 
nicht fuer so ueberaus notwendig, dass ¢in solches Buch cingefuehrt werde, indem 
man glaubte, mit der schon verhandenen englischen Bucchern sben dasselbe Ziel 
erréichen gu konnen, welchcs erst durch Hinfuchrung eines solchen Spelling Rook 
crrcicht worden sollte. Auch trug tan gewisse Bedenken zumal der gegenweertigen 
Geldknappheit, mit dieser Angelegenhcsit vor dic Gemcinde gu tretcen. Da also die 
KonferenzZ kein ecinstimniges Kesultat hicrueber erziclen konnte, so wurde beschlos~ 
sen, vorlacufig mit der Besprechung ueber diesen Gegonstand abZubrochen." 


That tho charter members re.lly lived up to what they agreed to do in the 
second paragraph of their constitution is shown by the unusually lerge number of 
@ssays delivered at their mectingse Among the topics discussed were the follow- 
ing: Ucber Schulzcugnisse, January 18, 1875, by Ungemach; Methodik beim Bibel~ 
lesen in der Schule, January 22, Rolf; Ueber das Versetzen der Schucler inner~ 
halb der Klasson, April 30, John Ricdel; Selbststudium des Lehrers, May 14, 
Strieder; Was hat dic Christlicho Geneindeschule zu tun, um den Kindern den Yeg 
zur Soligkeit zu weisen, May 28, Fechtman; Der Meister erzeigt sich in der 3e- 
schraenkung, January, 1876, Fechtman; Vcrgleich zwischen den grossen Antillen und 
den Sunda Inscln, November 19, 1875, Roscher; Das Zcichnen geographischer Karten 
von den Schuclern und dcren Nutzen, January 28, 1876; Lindemann; Dic Wiedcrholung, 
die Mutter der Wissenschaften, June 84, 1877, Koscher$ Aller Unterricht sei an- 
schaulich, August 17, 1877, Ungemach; Die Englische Sprache in unseren Schulen, 
Septenber 7, 1877, Fechtmann; For-und Nachteile bei Tronnung der Geschlochter, 
Grahl; Der Rechenunterricht in der Volksschulc, March 8, 1879, Kampe; Ge- 
schichte der Geneindeschulen zu Fort Wayne, August 1878, Grahl (to be published 
in the Schulblatt); Geschichte der Pacdagogik, January 31, 1879, Ungemach; Un- 
sere Schulprucfungen, Septeiber 7, 1883, Kampe; Erklacrung der Psalnen, die in 
unseren Schulen auswending golernt werden, Docenber 6, 1884, Karipe. 


It is noteworthy alsc that a catechisation on a section of the Catechisn 
or a Bible story was part cf the regulcr routine of every meeting. 


The essays mentioned above anc scores cf cthers too nunmercus tc mention 
wers manifestly of inestinable value to cach menber of the conference. We infor, 
too, that all this werk could nct have been cclivered if practically every member 
of thet conparatively small group had net dene his full duty beth as to atten- 
dance and readinge 
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The following excerpt from the minutes of the meeting held April 16, 1875, 
will show that paragraph seven of the constitution, referring to the duties of each 
member, was by no means a dead letter: “Es wurde von einem Konferenz~glied fol- 
gcnde Bemerkung gemacht: ‘Es werde fast koine Konferenz abgchalten, welche nicht 
von dem einom oder dem andoren Konferenzgliede versacumt wuerde, auch komme os 
hoechst sclten vor, dass man sich enischuldigce Man fragte dashalb, ob es wohl 
nicht an der Zeit wacre, dass dic Konferenz mit mchr Ernst, dieser cingerissenen 
Lauheit ontgegontrote damit die allzuhacufigen Vorsacumnisse doch endlich cinmal 
aufhosren mocenten. Es wurde auf den schon vor etlichon Jahren gomachten Reschluss 
hingowieson, nach wolchem cin jedos Konferenzglicd verpflichtot ist, sich bei ot- 
Waiger Abhaltung oder Versacumnissen zu entschuldigon. Hiermit nicht befricdigt, 
wurde cbermals folgendcr Antrag zum Beschluss crhoben. Beschlossen dass dasjenige 
Konforenzglicd, wolches ohne dringendo Ursacho die Konferenz versaoumt und sich 
auch nicht cntschuldigt oder cntschuldigen lagsst, dann fuer sein etwa nicht locb- 
iiches Verhalton cino angemessons Zuroechtwoisung erhalte, welche ihm in der naech- 
sten Sitzung Buerteilt werden soll, falls nicht noch durch cine genuegende Ent- 
schuldigung Einsprascho dagegen erhoben wird.'" 


As there are all kinds of animals in a monagerie and birds of differcnt 
feathers in an aviary, so there are various differing types of the genus homo, 
with their respective foibles and idiosyncraciese Even the Concordia Teachers! 
Conference has ever furnishod and, I suppose, always will furnish evidence of 
this fact. According to the records of this conference, there have been colleagucs 
in the past who did not consider it their duty and ccortainly not a privilege to 
attend the conference, Though this situation was often decricd, still, if silcnee 
is proof, no teacher in Fort Wayne was evor disciplined or publicly reprimanded 
for non-attcndancee In tho course of time, it seomed to become a sottled prac~ 
tice simply to ignore the deliquentse The motive fcr this attitude appears to be 
the conviction that a forcod attendance is no better than none at alle As long as 
the Ola Adam insists on having his way, there will be nothing perfoct in this 
world, and, therofcre, a 100% attendance at conference an unrealized idoals Tho 
recalcitrants have always been and will ccntinuc tc be to the ond of tho werld. 


Reguicscant in pace (May they rost in peace s) 


Reference has becn made to an cssey delivered on January 135 1876, by 
Fechtman on Goethe's dictum: "In der Beschracnkung zoigt sich erst dor Meister." 
(Faust) One seerctary possessed this virtue in excess, For his entire minutes 
cctvering the ccnference of June 13, 1879, ccnsume only four short sentences, tc 
wits "Die Konfcronz wird mit Gebct croeffnet. Das Pretckoll wurde verlesen und 
angenommcne Hicrauf fclgte cine allgemcine Verstacndigung. Vertagt mit Gebet." 
Signod: J.H. U. Evon bricfcr were the minutcs cf the next two pagos which are 
blanke Tho significance of all this brevity and blank may be recognized with tho 
help cf the ncoxt minutes, which report a reorganization cf the ecnfercnce alnest 
three years later, on May 13, 1882, in the room reservod for the catechumen class 
in St. Paul's church. It chroniclec the end of the mcratcrium declared apparently 
in the interest cf peace. The affable and onergetic Grahl was chosen president 
and Karl Seibel, sccretary. Roscher was honcred with tho vico-presidency and 
Kampe with the assistant sccrctaryshipe 


About four ycoars lator, from June 5, 1886, until September 17, 1887, the 
ccnference declared ancthcr pretracted recesse This time, hewover, wo need not 
ccnjecture the nature of the couse. The fcllowing repcrt submittec by Chairman 
Grahl is self-explanatory: Im vergangenen Sommer und Horbst hatten drei Glieder 
@ieser K-nferonz (unter ihnen der Vorsitzor) ai¢ Kerrektur des canals in Druck 
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bofindlichen Fcurth Reader zu lesen, cine Arbeit, walche sie allwoechentlich fucr 
arei Abende in Anspruch nahn, so dass os ihnen unmoeglich war « e « noch Zeit zum 
Besuch der Konferenz zu eruebrigen.s Mit Bewilligung aller Glieder wurden die Ver= 
Sammlungen deshalb ausgesetzte 


This particular section of the minutes as well as many others are proof 
sufficient that our fathers of the nineteonth contury strove with heart and soul 
for their school system. They did not shirk the painstaking task of revising 
textbooks and of choosing now material, Never, it appears, did they proceed ina 
haphazard mannere 


That they did not subscribe to the principle that overything new is an 
improvement over the old is clearly discernible from their attitude towards a 
projected collection of proeludes and interludes to be composed by Professor 
Brauer for use with his Choralbuch. 


The Cleveland Conference in a writing pleaded that this conference also 
join them in urging Professor Breuer to publish such a collection. This plea was 
presented and acted upon with the following results; "Beschlossen das Schreiben 
auf den Tisch zu lcgen, da dic Konferenz die Notwondigkeit Gines solchon Buches 
nicht crkonnen konnte. Im Kreise unserer Srnode wird vicleos geschrichen und 
gedruckt und sodann von unseren Synodalblacttern gutgohoissen und warm ecnfohlecn. 
Lacsst man sich aber denn cin solches Produkt schicken, so ist man oft bitter 
enttaeuscht und man gereut sein Geld an ein solches Werk verschwendet zu hnabene" 
(Extract from minutes of January 4, 1889.) 


They certainly maintained their right to prove all things and to hold fast 
only to that which they deemed to be good. They were always ready and willing to 
appreciate and welcome the intreduction of music of superior quality, but they were 
very quick also to voics their disapproval of anything which, in their judgment, 
was inferior or mec.iocre.s 


An extract from the minutes of Jcenuary 1889 may illustrate: "Es kam nun 
zur Sprache ob ¢s nicht an der Zeit waere, dass man solche Werke einer gerechten 
Kritik unterwerfe und sclbige veroeffontliche. Kollego Grahl crbot sich, eine 
Kritik bis zur naechsten Konferenz abzugoben ucber das von Gructzmacher herausge~ 
gesbenes "Ehre soi Gott in der Heche." Dic Konfcrenz boschloss auf dicse Sache

And Mre Grahl, assistod by Hormel, indccd did censure said Gruetzmacher 
composition in the most pitiless and devastating manncr in an erticle appearing 
in the Schulblatt of May 1889 and entitled “Auch ein Opus", This article brought 
forth a storm of protest from Grustzmacher's cclleagues in the New Yerk conference 
in which the brethren of Fort Wayne were accused cf "Unbruederlichkeit, Lieblosig- 
keit, Verlocumdung und Unfoigkeit," and it roquired tho efforts of Direktor Krauss 
to calm the trceubled waters. 


These mon had varied intorestse Lcast among these was not their alma ma- 
tor at Addiscn, as the follcwing extract from the minutes cf a meeting hold Ncvem- 
ber 7, 1890, will show: "Der Rest der Sitzung wurde zum grossen Teil damit zuge- 
brecht, dic iddiscner Seminar angelegenheiten zu besprochen, welche sich Zu Anfang 
dicses Schuljahrs zugetragen haben. Die 'Streik-Goschichte' ist ja boigcelcgt. 
Dir. Krauss hat ein grosses Schreiben an alle Bltern, deren Sochne betciligt waren, 
geschickt in welchom or die Sache in seiner Woiso auslogte.e. Auch wurde derichtct, 
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dass die meisten Schueler, welche so in der Hile der Laufpass bekommen hatten, 
wieder aufgenommen worden seiene Unsere Konferenz kann nun auch weiter nichts 
in der Sache tune Doch sollte sich die Klage von Seiten der Seminaristen als 
wahr crwoissn, dass ihnen durch die neue Einrichtung des Pumpens (Der Calcanten) 
und auch in andorer Woise, die Fraizait eingeschraenkt und vermindert wird, so 
will dic Konferenz fucr dic Rechte dor Seminariston ointroten." 


That thesc mon were human, filled with interest and sympathy with one 
anothor, wo gather from the expressions of sorrow over the loss of their members, 
as ovideneed in the minutes of tho moceting held on Juno 7, 1884, and on Soptcmber 
4, 1891, upon the dcaths of Colleagues Hoppe and Roschore 


We are sometimes accused of suff'cring from an inforiority complex. Our 
fathers cannot be accused of thate For in a session held August 31, 1878, Grahl 
Was roqucsted to deliver an essay ontitlod: "The History of our Lutheran Schools 
in Fort Vayno.e" Tho conference rosolved that this paper be published in the 
Schulblatte Unfortunately, the later minutes do not stato that this request was 
heedede It Was not possible to locate this scssay anywhere and very likely it is 
no longer oxtant.s The loss of it is to be doplorod. 


The most far-reaching change from an educational point of view over made 
by this conference camo in 1918, when, because of the Groat Var, the uso of the 
German language of forty-five years! standing, was discontinucd in the moctings. 
Sincc then, all proceedings have been recorded in the English languago. 


Let us now pause once more at the year 1893. It also was a panic year. 
But other things happonod besides the panic. It was then that a cartain young 
man, who thres sccre yoars ago a pupil of St. Paul's had played many a prank 
both inside and outside the school room roturnod tc Fort Wayne to teach and to 
scok admittance to the conference. He has now rounded out oxactly fifty years in 
the toacking pr:fossion. Incredible as it may socom, this statement is nevorthe-~ 
less truce He is, I dare say, tho youngest old man among all the teachers, bar- 
ring none, of tho Missouri Syned. To yeu, Fidi Schrocder of yesterday and tcday, 
may there be many more temorrows§ In all these years he has lost many things, 
but these things remain with him still: His pranks, his wit, his corn~cob pipo, 
and his Latin phresc&e 


The minutes of this conferonce covering the period from 1891 to 1907 
could not be lccated. If they wero available, you would vory likely tc subjected 
tc a large number of additional data of no little importance. With roferenco to 
the decades which lie immediately behind us, let me say that thc minutes boar 
irrefutable testimony to the fact that the interest of this conference in the 
schools which it represents has net dininisheod. In my cpinion, the zeal of the 
present goncration does not lag behind that of its predecessorse Tho twonticth 
century is following in tho footsteps cf the ninctoonthe The seed sown hy the 
fethors has borne fruit abundant. The building which they bogan ts build has 
boon stcadily expanded. Thon, thore wore cnly three schcecls manned by fowor than 
ten tcachers; now, there aro elevon schccls manned by forty-two toacherse And it 
is a striking fact that twolve of the forty-two men have served forty ycoars and 
longer in the Lutheran class recom. Theso are: Kampo, Schrooder, Feiortag, Foel- 
per, Fr. Wolf, Wn. Wolf, Bennhoff, Pchlmann, Nuoffer, Hahn, Fl<cring, and Kencw, 
May God blicss our confcrence and our schools$

In view of the fact that another decade has elapsed since the 60th anni- 
versary of the Fort Wayne Lutheran Teachers’ Conference, I have been requested by 
the conference to bring its history up to date. It shall be my endeavor to comply 
With this requeste 


The record book containing the minutes from September 16, 1927 up to the 
present time will be my guide in chronicling the outstanding events. 


In the meeting held on January 13, 1933, it was resolved to celebrate the 
60th annivorsary of the Fort Wayne Lutheran Teechers' Conference and that the 
writer of this sketch in collaboration with collcaguc Kampe be asked to prepare 
a history in commemoration of this event. 


A committee was appcinted to arrange for a public church service, 


On May 31, 1933, the conference celebrated the event at St. Martini's 
Grove and in colleague Albert Meyer's school, southeast of the city. Our senior 
colleague, Mr. Kampe, the only surviving charter member, participated. 


However, November 8, 1933, marked the day wnen the members of the Fort 
Wayne Lutheran Teachers! Conference met for a joint service with the members of 
the Northern Indiana Lutheran Teachers' Conference at Emmaus church in commemora~ 
tion of the 60th and 50th anniversarics respectively. Pastor Fred Wambsganss 
delivcred a very impressive sermon, 


& close survey of tho minutes in the last record book (September 1927 up 
to date) bears irrefutable testimony of the fact that the interest of this con- 
ference in the schocls which it represents has not diminished, The zeal of both 
of cur younger and older teachers does net lag behind that of their predcecssors 
or forsfathers. 


It may scem strange to other organizations that cur conference mere than 
ton yours ago, chcese tc meet from the hours of 6-8 p.m. on every seccnd Friday 
in the month for its monthly sessions. This was dcne in crder tc make it pcssible 
for such cclleagues tc attend the ccnfcrence, whe lator cn in the evening are kept 
busy with chcir rehcarsals cr other activities in the ccngregaticnse 


Our fathers can not be accused cf suffering from an infericrity ccmplcx. 
They stccd upcn their cm feet, depending upon their s=wm rescurces. Being very 
conservative, perhaps tec conservative, they kept alcef from such educaticnal 
systems and institutions as wore cutside of their realm. They, therefcre, hesi- 
tated to adept anything, that in their cpinion would endanger or jecpardize cur 
schecls. 


Hcwover, nct sc many years after the clese cf the First Yerld War many 
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Changes in the field of education were brought about, some progressive, sone, in 
uy humble opinion, retrogressive. The members of our conference sought to keep 
abreast of the various trends, innovations, and activities in the Public Schools. 


In order to articulate and conform with the course of study of the Public 
School it became imperative to revise our curriculum from time to time, especially 
as to the secular branches, 


The minutes of January 10, 1936, indicate that uniformity regarding courses 
text books, etc., was deemed very essential for the future welfare of our schools, 
end became, therefore, the main topic of the discussions. Topic committees were 
appointed for the different subjects with a Curriculum Committec to supervise the 
entire plane Most of the text books used in the Public sehools, such as relative 
to history, geography, penmanship, language, ote., were finally adopted. 


With regard to the religicus subjects let mc say that the Committee on 
rcligion has spent much timc in revising the momory pensum cf Bible texts, hymns, 
ete. The conference devoted many sessions to a review of Schwan's Explanctions 
cf Luther's Chief Parts of his Small Catechism. Colleague Flcering was instructed 
tc submit the suggestions, changes, and recommendations offered by the conference 
to the Synodical Committee fcr the Revision of the propcsed new catechism. I am 
sure that all the colleagues will welccme the day when the introduction of the 
preposed revised Catechism will become a reality. 


That cur conference with its teachers shares the good will and ccnf idence 
of the heads cf the public schocls was obvicus when Mr. Merle Abbett, Superintendent 
cf Public Schcols in Fort Waync, delivered a lecture at cur cenference on the topic 
cf Schccol Management and Administraticn (May 10, 1935). 


My convicticn that the attitude cf the instructcrs and principals cf cur 
public grade and high schccls in the city tcwards cur schcols is ccrdial and friend- 
ly is corrcbcrated by the fact thet cur 8th grade graduates are welecsmed and admit~- 
ted int« their high schccls without examinaticns 


The annual Schcol Masters! Banquet tc which cur teachers are invited, and 
in which they participate, als« furnishes ample proof cf a willingness tc cccper- 
ate and promcte a sympathetic understanding. 


It is alse werthy cf nete that cur schccls were clcsed in the ofternccn 
on the day when Mré Ward, former Superintendent of Fert Wayne Public Schcols, 
was buried, and that a letter cf ccndclence was sent tc his fanily (Nov.10, 1931). 


The minutes clearly shcw that the program fcr the conference varied in 
nature from year tc year; they included beck reviews and lectures from mcn chcsen 
net cnly from cur nidst and «ur instituticns and cclleges, but alse frem the Pub- 
lic Schvol, civic circles, medical and legal prcfessions. 


Since February 16, 1940, the faculty cf cach scheol in rctaticn constitutes 
the pregrar ccnmittec and assumes the administrative duties, functicning as cfficers 
fcr the tine being. Nc wonder then, that the interest cf the conference is kept 
alive, thus preventing menotcny and stagnaticn frem creeping ine 


To acquaint the members of the sehccl boards of cur schccls with the werk 
of cur ecnference and schccls, and in crder tc create and stimulate intcrest in 
their respective schools, an invitation for a jcint sessicn is oxtended to then 
every year. 
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The first jcint session with the schcol bceares, acccrding t: the minutos, 
Was held cn May 9, 1930. Twce papers were presented ane discussed, nonely, 
"Adversities cf the Teacher and their Remedies" by the writer, and "Pre-school 
Ecucation and Training," by Mr. Viedenhoefer. 


In the school year from September 1940 to May 1941, pestors were chosen 
to open the conference with a short lecture. Following were the devotional 
speakers with their subjects:

Whenever decmod expedient or feasible, sectional meetings of the primary, 
intermediate, and uppor grads teachers were arranged, which convened from 6 to 7 
Ppeme, tO discuss methods, text~books, and problems of their respective egredes, 
These separate meetings were followed by the regular joint sessions, Following 
were some of the nost interesting essays and lectures delivered:

You will pardon me if I digress here to remind the collcéagues that it was 
a standing rule of our forcfathers to include practical lessons in Bible History 
and Catechism in their conference programs. 


That our conference cannot be accused of boing unpatrictic can be attos= 
ted by a resolution passed cn Friday, Septomber 14, 1934, that cur schools be 
clesod cn September 17th for the pageant commemorating the 140th aniversary 
of Anthony Wayne's arrival in Ft. Wayno; and con May 18th our schools were also 
Closed in the afterncon when the citizens of Fort Wayne obscrved the Sesquicen- 
tennial cf tho cpening of the Nerthwest Torritory by a "Big Parade". 


The minutes of our cinference alse verify that cur schools participate in 
thc annual city flower shew and furthermore that they observe Humane Week by 
furnishing pesters, bird-hcuses, and ossays fcr the public oxhibit. 


In order that cur Luthorans in goneral become more interested and better 
acquainted with the werk and activitios of cur schcols it was resolved in the 
meeting cf Fobruary and March, 1941, that cur schcols present a pagcant entitled, 
"Our Church Yoar" on Luther Day at Conesrdia College; furthermcre, that an odu- 
Cational display of the wrk of cur schcols be exhibited at the Synedical ccn- 
venticn, 


There is an old Latin adage which says, "Mens sana in corpore sano" = 
"A sound mind in a healthy body." Tho old Grocks understood the import of this 
preverbe Their cffcrts in the physical training of their youth culminated, as 
we knew, in the Olympian Gamese In this day and age gymnastical cxercises and 
athletics with contests are a part cf almcst every schol. In the sessicn on 
November 8, 1935, cur ecnference passed a resoluticn that our schecol calendar in- 
clude a Lutheran Field Day. Our schocl diary (and my cw) reveals that the first 
Field Day of cur schecls was held cn June 5, 1936, on the Ccnecrdia Cclloge Cam~ 
puse 


The reccrds of the minutes alsc show that basketball tcurnaments of cur 
scheols wore hold at the cond of the baskotball scason from 1939 to 1943. 


That cur ccnference dcos net confine itself te educational matters only, 
but is alsc mindful of the sccial demands in its family circlos is rovenled by 
the minutes which refer to the annual "Family Christmas Parties" and "June Out- 
ingse" These family gatherings are und: vbtodly an cxcellent medium for promcting 
the spirit of comradeship and sympathy of the fraternity.

FORT WAYNE LUTHERAN SCHOOLS 


Prior te the year 1914, the Fort Wayno Lutheran schecels hed cnly seven 
grados.e In September 1914, St. Taul's school introduced the cighth grade and had 
its first graduating cxercises in 1915. In 1915 Emmaus alsc introduced the eighth 
grade and had graduating excrciess in 1916. In 1916 Zicn sehocl follcwed with 
graduating exercises in 1917. Up till 1918 these schcols had their separate 
graduating exercises. By Soptembor 1918, all schcols in Fort Wayno had intro~ 
duced the eighth gradce The cighth grace teachers met and agresd tc do away 
with individual exercises and tec make it a jcint affair in creer to aveid con- 
flicting dates and to reducs the number of speakers, alae to make it mere im 
pressive up'n the public. Tho first combined ccmmencement excrcises wero held 
in 1919 in the auditorium of St. Paul's schcol, It was alsc agreed not tc take 
the speakers frem the ranks cf the graduates but tc ask seme pastcr, prcfossor, 
or school official tc deliver a 10 minute Welccme Adcress and ancther one to 
aelivor the Commencencnt Adéresse In 1919 thore were 72 graduates. Year by 
year the class roll grew until it reacheé the number cf 209 in 19625 2e7) 28 
1937s anc 233 in 1939. Tho total number of egreaductes from 1919 tili 1942 is 
4165. The number of graduates this year will bo abcut 185, bringing the grand 
total tc 4350, all of thom ycung and tencer scldicrs of the Crosse <A goodly 
nunber of these ccntinue their studios in Conecrdia High School under tutorship 
of Christian instructors, in a Christian atnesphore and in the ass¢cciaticn of 
ycuths of their own faith. What cculc be better for cur young pecple? Tho 
musical part cf the program is furnished by an orchestra of one of cur Lutheran 
sechecls and hy the graduating class (two numbers). Diplcnmas aro awarded by 
one of the eighth grade teachers. Tho participating schcols at the present time 
are the following: Bothlehonm, Ccnecrdia, Emnmanucl, Ennaus, Mte Calvary (Weyne- 
dale), St. Paul, Sub. Trinity, Trinity, anc Zicne For a nunber of years the 
ccmmencement excrcisces wore hold in Cecnecrdia Gynmnasitun, and thoy are attended 
by fren 500 te 600 perple. 


All the teachers of tho Fort Wayne Conference are grateful to the Lerde 
for being permitted the privilege of being instrunental, cach in his small way, 
in the ahove success and t: feed the lanbs of God.
